In spite of the vast distance to the moon, 
the geographers of the earth have been 
able to map the moon's surface more accu- 
Tately than that of the earth. Certain por- 
tions of the earth, such as the north and 
south poles, are as yet inaccessible. 

The entire outer surface of the moon has 
been visible to the astronomers on the 
@arth, and by the aid of strong telescopes 
they have made accurate maps of the moon. 

On a clear night, such as this promises 
to be, an eclipse of the moon is awein- 
spiring. 

Dr. Hyatt of the weather bureau predicts 
that tonight will be as clear as was last 
night.

Then after a while coffee and cratkers were 
served. Not from a large table at which 
we were seated, but from a small table 
in the center of the room. We stood: Later 
on when our host asked us to be seated we 
did so. After the coffee and meat, fish and 
vegetables were brought on. Dessert came 
af terwards.“ 


The dress of the Swedish woman is much 
like that of America, but older style. They 
wear shirt waists, but still they do not 
look .like the women of America, says 
Capt. Lindberg. 

Life is far from a dream for the women 
who work in Sweden. Girls who work for 
families usually receive 80 crowns a year. 
Three crowns are worth about a dollar. 
Those who are not paid in this way are 
given 40 crowns, two woolen dresses, a 
cotton’ dress, shoes and stockings. For 
this salary they are expected to do all 
the housework, the weaving and much out- 
door work. 


They Get No 
Afternoons Off. 


Besides, and this is the worst feature, as 
seen by Capt. Lindberg, they get no after- 
noons off and work from early morning till 
late at night. Nothing would induce Capt. 
Lindberg to be a housemaid in Sweden. 

Girls who sew are paid two or crowns 
for good dresses and a crown for ordinary 
cnes.

They could be sold for much money,: but 
Sweden will never sell them.’ 

When rer vacation at the home of her 
father, which is in the lake country 0 
Sweden, where are many pretty lakes an 
large forests, was over, Capt. Lindberg 
came back by wsy of the North Sea. That 
body of water was not caim on her return 
trip, in fact, it was rougher than a man 
who had ‘crossed it 70 times had seen it.

MITCHELL ISSUES BULLETIN 


Says He Will Recommend a 
Settlement. 


CONVENTION 10 BE CALLED 


Miners Will Meet and Ratify the Ac- 
tion of Their Leader and Work 
May Be Resumed Next 
Monday. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 16.—At 9:55 
a. m. President Mitchell issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 16, 1902.—Ap- 
preciating the anxiety and impatience of 


the public and the mine workers for some 
authoritative statement from this office, 
I issue this bulletin to say that I was 
unalterably opposed to the acceptance of 
or acquiescence in the form of settlement 
proposed by the coal operators, because 
it restricted the President of the United 
States in making selection of the men 
who are. to determine the questions in- 


volved in the coal strike. 


These restrictions having been removed 
and representation given to organized la- 
bor as well as to organized capital, I am 
now prepared to give my personal ap- 
proval to a settlement of the issues in- 
volved in this strike by the commission 
selected by the President, and shall rec- 
ommend to the executive officers of dis- 
tricts 1, 7 and 9 in their meeting today 
that an immediate call be issued for a 
convention, whose authorization is neces- 
sary to declare the strike at an end. 


In the meantime I trust that the people 
of our country will be as patient as pos- 


sible, as we are moving as rapidly as the 
interests of our people will permit.

There seems to be little doubt that the 
joint meeting of the executive boards of the 
three anthracite districts will call a con- 
vention of the miners to consider the arbi- 
tration proposition and have the men return 
to work. There is a belief that a general 
resumption of coal mining will be had by 
Monday. The district presidents, who are 
now on the ground, do not share in this be- 
lief, and some of them are opposed to push- 
ing matters. A convention could not be 
held before Saturday, and they feel that 
one day is not enough to organize the body 
and permit of a full discussion of the propo- 
sition that of the greatest importance to the 
miners. 


Mr. Mitchell’s public statement cleared 
the situation considerably. It is now for 
the miners to act, and not one per®fon can 
be found around headquarters who is not 
of the opinion that the district boards will 
call the convention and that the conven- 
tion will decide to send the men back to 
work immediately. 

The fact that the greatest conflict be- 
tween capital and labor in the history of 
the world has resulted in arbitration is 
looked upon by students of economics who 
are in this region studying conditions, as 
a tremendous step forward in the econom- 
ical progress of the country. The miners 
feel that they have won a victory, and 
say that even if the award of the commis- 
gion does not give them all they have asked 
for, it is a good thing for the future of 
the workingmen of the world,

that strike would end in two weeks. 

Gov. Stone arrived in New York on 

Sept. 8, and although his visit was. 
regarded as significant, no result af- 

fecting the coal strike followed. 

Gov. Stone, through P. A. B. Wide- 
ner, as intermediary, asked aid of 
J. Pierpont Morgan on Sept. 9 in end- 
ing the strike. Mr. Morgan would not 
enter into the controversy. 

Cost of strike for four months end- 
ing Sept. 12, $101,200,000; price of an- 
thracite coal in New York, $16. 

Senator Quay, after a conference 
with Senator Platt on Sept. 4, 
planned to have a special session of 
the Pennsylvania legislature called. 
Plan fell through. 

First formal meeting of the Coal 
Trust, or the Temple Iron Co., since 
the beginning of the strike held on 
Sept. 16 at the office of President 
Baer. Operators announced they would 
maintain their position. 

President Mitchell declined assist- 
ance of bankers who sought to end 
the strike on Sept. 18. 

President Roosevelt called to Wash- 
ington on Oct. 8 the coal operators 
and President Mitchell for a confer- 
ence. Conference brought no relief. 

J. Pierpon Morgan announced on 
Oct. 4 gift of 50,000 tons of coal to re- 
lieve distress of the poor. 

President Roosevelt conferred on 
Oct. 3 with Attorney-General Knox, 
Becretary Root, Secretary Moody, 
Postmaster-General Payne and decided 
not to call an extra session of Con- 
gress to deliberate on the strike. 

On Oct. 3 Gov. Stone ordered out the 
entire militia of Pennsylvania, and 
this was immediately followed by a 
call from President Mitchell for mass- 
meetings of the strikers. 

On Oct. 7 President Mitchell re- 
jected President Roosevelt's proposi- 
tion to persuade the miners to re 
turn to work. 

Oct. 13 coal barons make proposi- 
tion to settle by arbitration, Presi- 
den to appoint the board of five mem- 
zers. 

Oct. 15 President Mitchell agrees to 
operators’ proposition and President 
Roosevelt appointed arbitrators.

Dangerous Tribes Are Looked 
After Tenderly. 


BUT GOOD ONES ARE IGNORED 


NAVAJOS, MOQUIS AND PUEBLOS 
IN HARD CIRCUMSTANCES. 


Frederick Monsen, Lecturer, Who Has 
Just Visited the Various Reserva- 
tions, Tells How Unequally 
Government’s Bounty 
Falls. 


Special to the Post-D‘epatch, ; 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 16. By the curt- 
ous workings of our Indian affairs it is 
only the bad Indian who gets government 
rations and assistance. The good indians 
have to shift for themselves, and such 
tribes as the Navajos, Moquis and Pueblos 
are in very hard circumstances. The 


Apaches and ‘other tribes who are ere 
Wising to go on the warpath are tenderly 
looked tber. 

Frederick I. Monsen, a traveler and lec- 

turer, reports this om his return from a 
seven weeks’ irip among the Navajoé, 
Moquis and Puebios. He has been coilect- 
ing data and taking photographs, which 
he will use in his profession. 
The Navajo reservation in Arizona and 
New Mexico contains about v0, 0% square 
miles, he said, “but not more than 20 
Square miles of it ig arable land. it pro- 
duces nothing at nt. . There have 
been drouths for e last six or seven 
years, and the Indians are now Killing and 
eating their horses, so that what little pas- 
ture there is may be kept for their sheep. 
They have no assistance from the govern- 
meu, and have to shift for themselves. 
Water is terribly scarce. 

A great deal could be done it the federal 
authorities would interest. themselves. The 
waters might easily be conserved by the 
building of dams, for the topography of 
the county lends itself readily to such a 
scheme. ith an irrigating system the 
land of the Navajos would grow an = 
As it is the ciscan monks at St. - 
chaels, Ariz., have taught the Indians, over 
whom the ve charge, to dig wells, ca- 
nals and irrigating ditches, even going 80 
far as to pay them wages to improve their 
own land. 

The results have been excellent, but a 
very small portion of the Navajo nation 
shares in the benefits. They are a people 
well worth preserving. Their skill in mak- 
ing blankets, pottery, basketware and sim- 
ilar articles for use or .ornament is well 
known. Despite adverse conditions the 
tribe is increasing in numbers.”

It 
gains its chief interest, however, from the 
number of cliff dwellings there are in and 
about it. he place has never been thor- 
oughly explored and we visited dozens of 
these abodes of primitive men, which have 
never been entered since their original own- 
ers left them. 

Learned ethnographers differ so widely 
that some believe them to have been co- 
temporary with ancient Babylon, 
ers think they were living when 
came to California. This much know, 
that they belonged to a stone age, for we 
found Any number of stone axes, chisels 
and arrow heads, but neither we nor any- 
one else ever found a scrap of metal among 
the relics. In some of the dwellings we 
discovered mats and sandals preserv 
from decay by the absolutely dry atmos- 
phere. The places are difficult of access, 
some of them bei 130 to 200 feet up the 
sheer side of the cliff.’ 


MORE ABOUT FUEL BRICKS. 


Some Experiments in Chicago With 
Oil-Soaked Terra Cotta. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 
Experiments made with oll-souked bricks 
by the Tribune demonstrated the fact that 


a substitute for coal can be obtained at a 
minimum of cost and labor. 

For a breakfast of breakfast food, eggs, 
steak, toast and coffee, use one brick. 

For a dinner of roast meats, vegetables, 
boiled meats, puddings, etc., use five or 
six bricks in relays 

A dave washing And ironing, which at 
present price of fuel, threatens to be more 
expensive, can he done with the oiled 
brick fuel at a cost of 20 cents. It will take 
little more trouble to replenish a fire with 
olled bricks every half hour or so than it 
does to keep up a coal fire. 

To test the oiled brick as a fuel, a break- 
fast of medium boiled eggs, coffee, toast 
and steak, was p with on brick, 
taking 20 minutes to cook the food. For 
the purpose an ordinary terr cotta brick 
was used. A tin pan half the depth of the 
brick was used as a bath for the obrick. 
58 half inch of kerosene was poured into

New York Exchanges Would 
Build Battleships. 


WOULD BUY WORLD'S COAL 


BUT WHO COULD EVER COUNT A 
TRILLION? 


That Would Be Task of Anyone Who 
Tried to Handle Receipts of Big 
Financial Institution for 
Past Forty-Nine Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 8 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—A fleet of 316 ships 
of the displacement of the battleships 
Alabama, Wisconsin, Kearsarge or Ken- 
tucky, wrought in pure gold, and excelling 
in splendor the galley in which Queen 
Dide sought out the youth Aenas or the 
barge which bore the body of Elaine down 
the river—this gorgeous navy ment be 
bullt out of the gold which might be 
bought with the $1,435,161,868,993, which rep- 
resents the exchanges of the New Yor 
clearing house since its establishment, 49 
4 ago. 

ven then there would be 4349 tons of 

the precious metal left with which the ves- 
sels might be fitted out in a style in keep- 
ing with their golden hulls, and enough 
would still be left to man these craft for 
many years. for it has been computed that 
this stupendous sum of money would pur- 
chase at the prevailing market price 3,646,- 
249 tons of the yellow metal. r if silver 
were more to be desired, then in theory the 
sum would purchase more than 68,668,032 
tons of that metal. These purchases could 
be made in theory only, for the amount 
represents many times the value of all the 
gold and silver im the world today. 

Perhaps if a good fairy should escape 
from the covers of a story book, and, after 
tickling your ear with one of its green 
wings until you were wide awake, pre- 
sent you with this great sum, you would 
eschew golden vessels with silken sails and 
diamond port light, and turn your atten- 
tion to hard coal. 


Would Buy More 

Coal Than Exists. 

There again you would be unable to 
gratify your wish, because there is not 
coal enough mined to meet the amount, 


for at $15 a ton the sum would buy 9,- 
677,457,932.8 tons of anthracite; at 50 a 
ton it would purchase 220, 794. 133,537 tons of 
bituminous coal, or 159,462, 429,888 tons of 
coke at $9 a ton. This would supply ever 
man, woman and child in the world wit 
nearly six tons of anthracite coal, and then 
the public need got care how long the 
miners. and coal barons continue their 
struggle. 

If your tastes ran to real estate you 
would have abundant opportunity for grat- 
ifving them, at $20 an acre you could 
purchase 71,758,093,499 acres of land, which 
would equal about 112,122,021 square miles, 
or a tract 28 times as great as the estimat- 
ed area of the United States and its ter- 
ritarial and insular possessions. 

In the event that your socialistic tenden- 
cies prevailed. and you decided to share 
your fortune with your fellows, you would 

in a position to make most munificent 
distributions; were your generosity con- 
fined only to your fellow citizens, then you 
could give to each man, woman and child 
in the United States and its territories, 
$18,808.62, with which they could ea buy 
1252.9 tons of anthracite coal, should they 
choose, and could find the stuff in the coal 
yards. In the event your socialism knew 
no limits of country, color or social con- 
dition, then every one of the 1,487,900,000 per- 
sons who are said to inhabit the earth 
would receive $964.55 on an equal distribu- 
tion, 

There would be one great obstacle in 
the way of making this distribution, and 
that would be the counting of the money, 
which to be prepared fog the proper mak- 
ing of change would need to be in silver 
dollars and smaller coins. Were you to get 
together every man, woman and child in 
the United States about this great pyra- 
mid of silver money, and were each able 
to count at the rate of $1 a second, it 
would take them 6 hours, 18 minutes and 
28 seconds. 


Here Is a Nice 
Loan Proposition. 

Supposing that, instead of distributing the 
money in this way, you were to create a 
fund of the amount, loan it at 4 cent 
interest and divide the revenue, then you 
would have $57,406,474,759.72 1 to dis- 
tribute among the 76,303,378 residents of the 
United States. 

In the event your patriotism extended to 
the body politic rather than the individual 
members of sociey, you could still meet 
vast obligations, and have — to spare, 
The public debt of the United States, ac- 
cording to recent statistics, was $1,213,048,- 
111.49, and with the sum at your command 
you could liquidate this 1183 times. 
the money left after paying off the 
debt of your own country, you coul 
out a helping hand to other countries of 
the world, and pay off the aggregate public 
debt of all oe of the world.

When the clearing house was started 
nearly 50 years ago the amount with which 
the good fairy endowed you would have 
gone much farther than it would today.

Attorney-General Knox's specch on the trusts is an exposition 
of the subject from the legal point of view by a master of the 
law, but it is so clear that any layman can readily understand 
it.

In bowling it is highly important that the 
pupil learn how to bowl without getting 
bowled up. 

This is the first step. 

Paradoxical as it may see, no bowler 
can bowl em up” properly if he is all 
bowled up himself. 3 

Therefore, while he may go in with all 
his might for the championship cup, which 
is always covered with foam, he should 
content himsélf with the cup merely, ig- 
noring its contents. In fact, if he is*real 
wise he will stipulate before the game com- 
mences that the cup be empty. Thus there 
will be no temptation to bowl up, and he 
can proceed with his bowling. 

It is also well to have the keg rolled 
outside before commencing to play. 

The correct position for the beginner 18 
easy. The pupil should square himself off,
